SATERN To Partner With MARS During 
Quarterly Army MARS Exercise in June 


GRILIARY fy National HQ (05/29/2015) — The Salvation 
Cs 2/05. Army, through SATERN, will partner with the 

2a Military Auxiliary Radio System (MARS) during 
the Quarterly Army MARS Exercise on June 4-5, 
2015. U.S. Army MARS Program Manager Paul 
English, WD8DBY, reports that the purpose of 
the exercise is to demonstrate to the Department 
of Defense (DoD) that MARS is capable of pro- 
viding auxiliary Communications with a large 
number of states and counties within the United 
States in the event of a catastrophic communications failure or other 
emergency need for such communications. 

To do this MARS operators, using their amateur radio call signs 
will check into a variety of different nets throughout the U.S. to see 
what states and counties are on those nets. The exercise will be con- 
ducted on Thursday, June 4 and Friday, June 5, 2015. On the two (2) 
days of the exercise, a MARS operator from each of U.S. Army 
MARS’ three (3) regions will check into the International SATERN 
Net at 1430 Z for the pre-net on 14.265 MHz. The SATERN Net Con- 
trol Operator will ask each SATERN operator to check in with their 
state and county for the MARS operators to record. By the end of the 
net on those two days, MARS will have a thorough understanding of 
the coverage of the International SATERN Net. 

All available SATERN Operators are encouraged to check into 
the International SATERN Net on 
those two days to help both 
MARS and SATERN demonstrate 
the nation-wide “reach” of 
SATERN to the Department of 
Defense.

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AARA Board Meeting Minutes - May 7, 2015 


The board meeting was held on Thurs- 
day at the Red Cross Building at 6 PM 
prior to the general monthly meeting for 
May. 

The following Items were discussed 
during the meeting. 

1. Mark WSGTI, stated he would like 
to revisit what the previous board did and 
continue with any unfinished business. 

2. Mark would like to simplify and 
streamline membership. The By-laws state 
the treasurer collects dues only, nothing 
else. Glenn KF5FNP agreed the process 
needs to be simplified and streamlined. 
The secretary will keep track of members 
in good standing. Tom stated the club 
needs a formal roster to be kept by the sec- 
retary officially and will send updates to 
Webmaster for updating the roster on the 
website. Previously, the treasurer would 
update the roster, accept dues and occa- 
sionally send an updated roster to Roland 
NAS5Q and Herman KNS5GRK for updating 
the website. 

The secretary is responsible for main- 
taining the roster from membership dues; 
and solicits membership from new licen- 
sees who have passed test or upgraded. 
Any question about membership would be 
directed to the secretary. The treasurer will 
collect dues and let the secretary know 
who has paid up membership. Ric sug- 
gested one person taking money, one per- 
son updating roster and one person updat- 
ing website will be cause for lost informa- 
tion. Ric also said that by eliminating one 
person, the chance of errors would be les- 
soned. Herman asked who has key to post 
office, as application and membership up- 
dates could come through the mail. Archie 
does. Tom says treasurer collects money 
for current membership; he is involved. He 
should email and copy Herman, Roland 
and president about the change. There are 
times when treasurer is not involved (i.e., 
when someone upgrades). The VE would 
send that information to the same group 
including the treasurer. Tom suggested set- 
ting up an email group for the individuals 
needing the membership information. 

Mark suggested not putting the ad- 
dress license class and just list names. Ric 
said he liked having the information should 
he need to get in touch with someone. If 
someone moves or has_ informational 
changes, it will be their responsibility to 
inform the secretary, who would, in turn, 
let Roland know to update that person’s 
information. Archie stated that he currently 
keeps a spreadsheet of the members and 
forwards it to Roland NA5Q (Webmaster) 
who posts it to the website, although he 
does not review it for accuracy. Tom sug- 
gested that the secretary should be the one 
to update the spreadsheet. 


The treasurer should not be involved 
when there is an address change, phone 
number change, upgrade, etc. Larry stated 
there have been times when a person 
comes to the meeting and has paid dues 
when the treasurer has not been present. 
Sandy would take the money and tur it 
over to Archie. Tom said a decision needs 
to be made as to whether the secretary or 
the president should accept the money until 
it can be given to the treasurer. 

Mark asked if the board could think 
about it and come back with some input on 
how to improve the procedure. Mark stated 
all the items on his agenda do not need to 
be decided tonight. He would like to do 
business at the board meetings and talk 
about the hobby at the general meeting. 

Ric KFS5KEL pointed out this was a 
collaborative effort. He does not want to 
take over the web page, but did offer to 
create a page for the board with a link on 
the main page, so the board members could 
access it to make any required changes. 
Mark said that the fewer people who had 
permissions to make changes the better, 
but a way for the board to make comments 
in its entirety is greatly needed. 

Mark stated this problem came up 
when a member noticed incorrect informa- 
tion on roster. He contacted Roland, who 
would not make the change unless directed 
by Archie WSAG. When Archie was con- 
tacted, there was no change. Mark wants to 
streamline how the information is proc- 
essed so it reflects a properly functioning 
organization. “If we look dysfunctional, we 
are dysfunctional”. 

3. Archie W5AG, stated he is trying to 
catch up on the QuickBooks re- 
conciliations for February, March and 
April. He has a statement for April. He 
then stated he has a problem with filing 
required tax paperwork for the non profit 
status of the club. The By-laws state the 
treasurer is required to file such paperwork 
and notify secretary when complete. This 
will be looked into in the course of the 
month as this is now a priority with possi- 
ble financial ramifications. 

4. Mark stated he is required to ap- 
point two positions: 2 members and 2 alter- 
nates for LCARC -- Louisiana Council of 
Amateur Radio Clubs. This was not done 
last year. Herman stated that Jim Bookter, 
NSNVP, is one. Mark will contact Jim and 
see if he will continue in the position. 
Mark will need to appoint the positions and 
send the names to the LCARC. Mark will 
discuss this with the general membership. 


5. E-mails. Mark cannot carry his 
phone at work. He can and will respond to 
emails every day to properly instruct the 
board how to handle the business. It seems 
there was a miscommunication between 
meetings in the past. Mark wants to set a 
precedent as to how the board conducts 
business during the month. He would like 
to communicate constantly on ongoing 
business such as Field Day and Special 
Events. He also mentioned that if he and 
the vice president are having a conversa- 
tion, the entire board should be included in 
the conversation. A formal meeting is fine, 
but for day to day business, he proposed 
the question -- would email be sufficient 
mode of communication? Ric suggested 
that emails should include a message in the 
subject line to make sure no emails are 
missed. Roland has offered to set up a 
group email for board business so that 
business matters can be settled promptly. 

He requested that everyone please re- 
spond with a quick note confirming you 
have read the email. Larry stated the email 
list will have to be updated by Roland 
every year when the members change. 

6. Bob Cooley KSIVR has offered to 
be the Baofeng Guru for the club. Bob of- 
fered to provide information for any issues 
or programming questions. 

7. Mark will appoint Tom WSOHJ to 
the position of Parliamentarian as he is fa- 
miliar with Robert’s Rules of Order. 

8. Logo and QSL card...no one had 
any issues with updating either. Mark is 
waiting on the logo to create the certificate 
for the club. 

9. Tom WSOHJ, stated that it is im- 
perative that a budget be set for the upcom- 
ing year. Tom asked for clarification on 
who is responsible for setting the budget. 
The board as a whole will prepare the 
budget. Mark asked if anyone had objec- 
tions to continuing with last year’s zero- 
based budget. After much discussion, the 
board decided to use historical data to cre- 
ate a budget for the membership to vote on. 
The board will use email to review and 
make suggestions and then have a board 
meeting prior to next month’s meeting to 
finalize the budget for the upcoming year. 

Mark adjourned the meeting.

2 1/2 tablespoons canola oil, divided 
1/4 cup (1-inch) diagonally cut 

green onions 

2 teaspoons minced peeled fresh 
ginger 


3 garlic cloves, thinly sliced 
2 cups broccoli florets 
1/4 cup lower-sodium soy sauce 
2 tablespoons rice vinegar 
1 teaspoon honey 
1/8 teaspoon crushed red pepper 


1. Combine shrimp and cornstarch in a medium bowl, tossing to coat.
